ROOT PRUNING FRUIT TREES. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Gardening Correspondent 

says :'— ' , 

In the case of young trees, planfed, say, 
three or four years ago, lifting and 
transplanting is in general recommended 
without dpe consideration of the difference 
between the two operations. Root 
pruning is intended to give a gentler 
check to the power of growth than is 
involved by transplanting, and can he 
successfully performed at an earlier 
period, In fact, if the operation is de- 
ferred, as it often is, until mid-winter, 
there will be no productiveness as the 
result until the second year; whereas, 
if done as early as possible after the 
fruit has been gathered and the wood 
sufficiently firm, the result will be ap- 
parent the following year.

 FRANCIS THOMPSON 


HIS POETRY AND MESSAGE 


An interpretation of the poetry and mes- 
sage of Francis pson will be given in 
Dublin on Friday evening next by a dis- 
tir_gyuishe i author- jastic, the Rev. John 
A. Hutten, M.A., DD, of London. The 
verse of thé’ English mystic poet, Franzis 
Thompson. is among the best. loved of the 
modern school, and ‘‘ The Hound of 
Heaven” is probably one of the best known 

ems in English literature. 

Francis Thompson was a nephew of 
Edward Healy ‘Thompson, Professor of 
Fnglish Literature of Dublin University. 
His father. a doctor, was a convert to Roman 
Catholicism, and the poet brought much of 
his fervent faith into his writing. He failed 
as a medical student, because he lacked in- 
terest in his studies, and he suffered desti- 
tution, ill-health, and intense depressions, 
until, at the age of 34, his genius was 
recognised by Wilfrid Meynell, a London 
editor. ? 

Thompson was on the verge of starvation 
when he sent Meynell his first poems. ~ Mey- 
nell not only had them published, but in- 
stantly éit out, the poet, and, hke the 
good Samaritan, brought him to hospital and 
provided for him until he was better. —Per- 
sistent ill-health from tuberculosis continued 
to limit Thompson’s writing, but his little 
work was all of first rank. His prose was 
also outstanding, and his “Life of 
Ignatius Loyola,” and “Health and Holi- 
ness’’ (a treatise on ascetic life) were well 
received. 

Thompson lived in later years near a 
Franciscan monastery at Pantasaph, North 
Wales, and in the Capuchin monastery at 
Tanlasapt. He died in London in 1907 at 
the age of forty-eight. 

The lecturer, the Rev. Dr. Hutton, is well 
known in Britain, Ireland, and America as 
editor of the British Weekly, organ of en- 
lightened Nonconformity, as a speaker on 
literature and religion, authority in Scrip- 
tural scholarship, and author of several 
books. His work for international under- 
standing has been recognised by his appoint- 
ment as an official preacher to the Assembly 
of the League of Nations, and recently he 
was invited to address the British Associa- 
tion’ at Blackpool.

ECENT criticism of the Dublin Corpora- 
R tion in the Dail and in other places, in 

relation to the housmg p m in the 
city, has influenced the new Housing Comt- 
mittee of the Corporation in a decision to 
have a general inspection of completed flat 
schemes of housing in the central city areas 
and of completed cottage schemes m the 
suburban areas. 

This statement prefaced an account of an 
inspection by the committee of schemes on 
the North side of the city, given to Dublin 
newspaper representatives yesterday by My. 
Joseph Sherwin, ofythe Housing Department 
of the Corporation. . 

The new Housmg Committee, which was 
appointed after the election of the City 
Council, and which comprised all the mem- 
bers of the Council, decided, said Mr. Sher- 
win, to inspect the schemes on the North 
side on one day and those on the South 
side on another. They were anxious to 
satisfy themselves that everything possrile 
was being done to forward the work with the 


| greatest speed The inspection of the schemes 


on the North side was carried out last Mon- 
day, the members attending being the Lord 
Mayor, Mrs. Nix, Mrs. Clarke, Captain De 
Lacy. and Messrs. P. Belton, T.D.; 5. Mil- 
roy. McCabe, M. Byrne, J. Gately, T. Byrne, 
D. Healy, M. “Stafford, F. Breslin and J. 
Larkin. The Chairman (Alderman 1. Kelly) 
was absent owing to illness. The Committee 
were accompanied by the pricipal officials of 
the Housing Department. 


CENTRAL CITY AREAS 


Schemes typical of flat construction in the 
central city areas and of cottage schemes 
were selected. The flat schemes in Chancery 
street, Mary’s lane, and North Camberland 
street, which were completed within the last 
couple of years, were first inspected. These 
schemes contain two-roomed and three- 
roomed flats, which are let at rents varying 
from 1s. 9d. to 2s. per room. The flats in 
Mary’s lane contain hot and cold water and 
baths, and are fitted with electric light. 
Each dwelling is self-contained as regards 
sanitary arrangements and water supply. The 
Chancery street and Mary’s lane schemes 
housing 66 famihes, partly in _three-roomed 
street has a recently completed block, 
housing 66 families partly in thiee-roomed 
and partly in two-roomed dwellings, which 
are let at rents based on 2s, per room. This 
block also contains hot and cold water and 
baths, and is in every way self-contatned as 
regards sanitary arrangements and water 
sunply. at 

The Committee then, said Mr. Sherwia, 
inspected the Railway street area, the clear- 
ance of which recently has been effected, atu 
on which the building contractor is at pre- 
sent engaged in the erection of 182 flat 
dwellings. This scheme will also contain hot 
and cold water, baths and sanitary arrange- 
ments and electric light, and the rents are 
also on the basis of 2s. per room. 

Incidentally, Mr. Sherwin mentioned that 
the Penny’ Dinner hall which formerly stood 
on the demolished site in North Cumber- 
land street is now incorporated in the new 
block of dwellings there, on the ground floor. 

The Committee then, he. continued, in- 
spected the Newfoundland street area, which 
covers about eleven acres. This area was 
the subject of a compulsory purchase order, 
and when the site is cleared it is proposed 
to erect dwellings which will accommodate 
between 500 and 600 families. The cottage 
scheme at North Lotts, Friends’ Fields and 
Cabra were next inspected. Cottages erected 
on these areas contain three-roomed and fowr- 
roomed dwellings. ‘They are all fitted with 
hot and cold water, baths and separate sani- 
tary arrangements. These cotiages are let 
on a basis of. 28. 6d. per room. 

In addition, the tenant purchase scheme 
of four-roomed houses was also inspected in 
this area. The tenant purchase rent in this 
ease ranges from lls. Id. to 15s. 2d. Marino 
and Croydon Park; Alsó a tenant, purchase 
scheme, containing 1,360 five-roomed houses, 
with a tenant purchase rent of from 15s. 4d. 
upwards, was inspected, too. 


THE CABRA SCHEME 


The Committee went on to the proposed 
extension of the Cabra scheme, containing 
over 100 acres, ‘where it is expected that 
between 1,500 and 1.600 honses will be 
erected in the near future; and to Victor 
Park at Donnycarney, which is already the 
iss of the Pg poe and where about 

dwellings will erected. 

The Committee, said Mr. Sherwin, were 
very much impressed with the enormous 
extent of the work already carried out, and 
with the extent of the new scheme visualised 
in the Dublin Corporation housing pro- 
gramme. The members inspected the interior 
of several of the dwellings, and were very 
much struck with the care shown by the 
tenants on the upkeep of their dwellings, 
tidiness and cleanliness being the conspicuous 
features. It was evident from the Com- 
mittee’s observations that the dwellings were 
allotted to those with the largest families, 
judging by the number of children seen play- 
ing in the different areas. In all the schemes, 
both cottage dwellings and flat schemes, 
ample open air 5 Begy and playground facility 
are provided, the cottage schemes having 
large open spaces and the flat schemes 
spacious courtyards, 

Concluding his statement, Mr. Sherwin 
said that the schemes referred to are but a 
small fraction of the work actually carried 
out, and that the number of completed 
ae at present occupied was close on

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EDICAL opinion that Sean Glynn was 
M suffering from a rare type of mental 
disorder found only in prisoners, in 
the treatment of which isolation. would 
dangerous, was given by Dr. Coyne, medical 
officer of Mountjoy Prison, at the resumed 
inquest yesterday in St Bricin’s Military 
Hospital, Dublin, on Sean Glynn (25), Penny- 
well road, Limerick, who was found dead in a 
cell i AIE Hill Prison on Sunday, 13th 
September. 

Glynn was one of a number of LRA, 
prisoners arrested in Limerick in June last 
in connection with the commandeering of a 
lorry, ana sentenced to nine months’ im- 
prisonment by the Military ‘Tribunal. 

When discovered dead in his cell, the body 
was tied around the neck by two towels 
attaches to a welt | brashat six feet above the 
grounc . 

The inguest proceedings, which were opened 
on September 14th, and were continued on 
Friday last before Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City 
Coroner, and a jury, were attended again 
yesterday by a large number of people, in- 
cluding relatives and friends of the deceased 
man; prominent members of the Sinn Fein 
and I.R.A. organisations, among them several 
women; Civic Guard officers, Army officers, 
and officials. S 

At the last sitting the attendance oí a 
number of prisoners undergoing sentence in 
Arbour Hill was requested, and yesterday 
morning these were brought by lorry from 
the prison and an armed guard mounted 
outside the building where the inquest is 
being conducted, ali persons entering being 
subjected to a keen scrutiny by Army 
orderlies. 

Among those who listened to the evidence 
Alderman Burke 


were Mayor of Limerick, 
and Mr, J. M. Keyes, T.D. (Labour), 
Limerick. 

DID OWN LAUNDRY 


Recalled by Mr. Geoghegan, and questioned 
about the supply of towels for the prisoners, 
(Quartermaster-Sergeant Daly stated that on 
lith July there were 257 towels available for 
prisoners’ use. He had not kept a record 
of issues, as that was a routine matter, but 
it would be very doubtful if it could happen 
that any prisoner did not get a towel. . 

At the request of Mr. Lynn, the towels 
found in Glynn’s cell—one of them torn and 
knotted—were produced. The witness stated 
that one of the towels was not a regulation 
towel, and probably was brought into the 
cell by Glynn when entering the prison. He 
described how the issues were effected, and 
how the prisoners did their own laundry. 

Dr, Coyne, medical officer, Mountjoy 
Prison, and for ten years deputy superinten- 
dent of a large private mental hospital in 
London, said that he examined Glynn and a 
number of other prisoners on June 25th last. 
Superintendent Downey had told him that 
Glynn appeared to be peculiar and to have 
odd ideas. Witness found Glynn to be suffer- 
ing from a delusion that he had venereal 
disease. There was no external sign of this, 
and there was no history of any exposion to 
infection. He gathered from Glynn that he 
was afraid of infecting other people, and he 
told witness that some of the others who 
were in his company had been remarking 
about him.’ In this connection, Glynn men- 
tioned some of the Guards, but not-by name, 
and “witness rather. thought that ‘he also 
mentioned some of his own comrades. Glynn 
was not unduly depressed, and his emotional! 
reaction was good. 


A CLEAN LIFE 


Witness took him into the prison hospital 
at once and placed fim in association with 
two of his fellow-prisoners, John Kennedy 
On the 27th June witness 
asked for any information as to Glynn’s 
revious mental condition, and on órd July 
is interviewed a brotner of the deceased man 
—he believed he was Joseph Gilynn—who 
informed him that previous to his arrest there 
had never been any sign 2f insanity. Witness 
told Joseph Glynn that in his opinion the 
prisoner was odd, and was not normal in his 
mind, and he seemed surprised to hear that. 
In reply to a further inquiry to the Guards, 
witness had a letter from Superintendent 
Downey stating that Glynn had been known 
to the Guards for ten years, and had lived a 
clean life, there fever being any sign cf 
insanity or derangement. ‘The letter added 
that there were no traces of insanity in the 
family. : 

The prisoner remained under treatáiiiní, in 
the prison hospital until July 7th, when he 
became very anxious to get back to his com- 
rades in the prison proper, as was common 
among political prisoners. On the 9th of 
July ‘witness certified him fit to leave the 
prison. Carey 

In reply to Mr. Maguire (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), for the Civie Guard 
Commissioner, Dr. Coyne said that Glynn had 
never complained about being ill-treated by 
the Guards. The only remark he made was 
that the Guards said he was infected, but 
witness believed that that was a hallucination. 


ISOLATION DANGEROUS 


Cross-examined by Mr, Lynn, who appeared 
for the next-of-kin, the witness said that the 
prisoner when he left hos ital was fit, in his 
opinion, to stand trial. hile in the hospital 
he improved rapidly, and one way of supple- 
menting the treatment was to let him back to 
the association of his comrades. The prisoner 
also had had a very important kind of treat- 
ment—therapeutic conversation. it would 
have been dangerous to have kept him in 
hospital alone while he was ill, and witness 
would not have itted him to have been 
isolated. He wiehd ant have allowed him to 
be subjected to solitary confinement. Glynn's 
illness was a very rare type of disorder, and 
was only found in prisoners. It was first de- 
scribed by a n, Dr. Gauser, and was 
known as Ganser syndrome. It might. be 
cured in a couple of weeks and might take 
a couple of years. Witness 3 ÁN Glynn's

HEARD SCREAMS 


In reply to Mr. Lynn, witness said that 
several weeks ago on two afternoons he heard 
shouting and screaming, as if a prisoner was 
in pain or torture of some description. That 
might be seven weeks ago or so, but he could 
not’ be definite about the time. The reason 
the matter remained in his mind was that he

POLITICAL STATUS

He had also referred 
to a Guard Furey, but the fact was that 
there was no Guard of that name in the 
whole police division of Limerick. It was 
obviously a delusion. They were not there 
to inquire into. the best method of govern- 
ing.a country or the best method of devising 
prisons. Mr. Lynn had asked the jury to 
add a rider of condemnation, but he men-

One would have thought that Dublin, 
already famous for its number of cinemas 
and theatres, had grown tired of building 
these massive houses of entertainment ; 
but, apparently, that is not so. I see an- 
other super-cinema is being erected in 
0’Connell street, right opposite to the 
Savoy, and a few nights ago I noticed 
that two are being’ built within a stone’s 
throw of one another at Dolphin’s Barn. 
Probably the new housing areas are re- 
sponsible for the construction of these 
suburban ones, but I would have thought 
that O’Connell street and neighbourhood 
had quite sufficient to cater for the 
cinema public. However, I suppose the 
cinema magnates know their own business 
best. 


Another Hard Winter ? 


Last autumn I ignored all the usual 
prophecies concerning the coming winter, 
and pinned my faith to the words of an 
old man in the Dublin hills, who 
announced without any doubt whatever 
that the approaching season would be 
severe. His reasons for this belief being 
the exceptionally early movements of the 
wild geese above his little farm ; but even 
he did not tell us of what I heard de- 
scribed in a bus the other day as “ eleven 
months of winter.’’ This year I went to 
County Wicklow for my weather forecast, 
and, alas, it was very much like that of 
my old friend—a hard winter. Again the 
belief was reached by keen observation, 
and the speaker had no doubts on the 
matter ; the wild geese had nothing to do 
with it, however, it was the squirrels that 
abound in his valley. Not for years, until 
last autumn, has he seen the squirrels lay 
up such a store of provender, and they are 
doing exactly. the same now. Beginning 
early, they are collecting at a feverish rate 
for what the watcher says will be another 
hard winter.

DAUGHTER OF GARCIA 


She was a daughter of Manoel. Garcia, 
the original “ Almaviva” in Rossini’s 
“Barber of Seville,” and with her 
Louise Viardot, the unrivalled 

"of © Meyerbeer’s ‘ Prophéte,’’ 
endured in early years sufferings that would 
he Sine, the — Um: Their 
ather, tho repu to the greatest 
teh sar Cy of his day, was callous in his 
treatment of his children. 
to beat them until they screamed, and so 
used had their neighbours become to the 
children’s cries that passers-by would be 
told: “It is nothing; it is only Monsieur 
Garcia teaching his daughters to sing.’’ How 
little Marietta and her brilliant sister were 
able to bring to perfection their artistic gifts 
in such circumstances is one of the mysteries 
of musical genius. Young Marietta burst 
upon the world of song unheralded, and held 
pride of place as its greatest contralto until 
the: tragic close of her career. 


HER DEBUT 


The illness of one of the principals during 
the Covent Garden season of 1825 gave her 
her first opportunity. The great favourite, 
Mme. Pasta, was suddenly prostrated. Garcia 
as tenor had sung in that theatre for several 
seasons, aud the talent of his daughter was 
kuown to the proprietors. When asked if 
she would take the part of the famous 
diva she assented. ‘‘Her extreme youth, 
her prettiness, her pleasing voice, and 
sprightly, easy acti@n as Rosina im 
“The Barber of Seville,” in which part 
she made her debut,’ writes one who 
witnessed her performance, '' pe her 
general favour,” She was then only seventeen 
years old. The years immediately ahead 
brought her a medley of misfortune and re- 
nown. London, the scene of her first success, 
lionised her. Neatly every week for the re- 
mainder of the 1825 season she appeared in a 
new role, in which she won fresh honours. 

In the midst of her popularity her father 
gave her to Malibran, an elderly and seem- 
ingly rich French merchant. A few months 
of married life brought her cruel disillusion- 
ment. ‘The wealth of her husband proved to 
be a myth. He became a bankrupt, and was 
thrown into jail. Magnanimously the wife 
gave up her marriage settlement and turned 
over every shilling to her husband’s creditors, 
determined to strike out once more for herself, 
She did so magnificently, regretting only that 
she bore the name Malibran. Resuming her 
career in America, audiences for neatly a year 
knew her as one of the most versatile artists 
in Italian and German operas that ever 
appeared before them. The most highly-feed 
cantatrice who had appeared in the New 
World, she established a “record” in dollar- 
earning, which is ridiculously modest when 
compared with the sems commanded nowadays 
bv her successors. 


YEARS OF GLORY 


The eight years of life that remained to her 
were crowded with successes, Between Paris 
and London, and attending some of the 
famous English musical festivals, notably 
Gloucester, and occasicnally in visits to Rome 
and Milan, she kept the dilettanté world in 
rapture, invariably winning some striking 
tribute to her art—admiration for the ease 
with which she executed a difficult passage, 
or the appealing histrionic force with which 
she depicted a dramatic incident. Lord 
Lytton, who saw her as Amina in “The 
Somnambulist,’’ tells us that the excellence of 
the singer was sunk in the achievements of 
the actress; and it was not until the excite- 
ment was over that the spectators remembered 
the touching sweetness, the perfect melody, 
the all-commanding power, and the extra- 
ordinary flexibility of her voice as most 
forcibly displayed in the finale of the opera. 
Those who knew her, and admired her most, 
state that she was marvellously assisted in 
her professional career by her linguistic ac- 
quirements. But these, when all is ac 
knowledged in their favour, would not Shoe 
contributed to her fame as the first queen of 
song im the early years of last century had 
she not been a.prodigy of unflagging devotion 
to singing and elocution. 

Her few vears of girlhood in London had 
profited her much, particularly in gainin 
a literary knowledge of English, which, wit 
the full-toned pronunciation of Italian and 
her own natural capacity, afforded a combina- 
tion of resources that gave her a supremacy 
in the parts she filled never approached by 
any of her contemporaries; or, indeed, by 
any of ‘the great stars which shone in the 
re. firmament of the next half-century. 
aveat singers of our own time have moved 
the souls of critics to pour out the most 
resounding praises of their art. It would be 
difficult, however, to find a more glowing 
enconium than the following to this wonder- 
ful woman: “In Malibran were united all 
the powers and capabilities, all the gifts and 
graces that were scattered among her con- 
temporaries and predecessors. She was the 
very impersonation of the art of song, every 
depth of which she had fathomed—every 
elevation attained. Nature had been most 
hountiful to her—her voice was un- 
rivalled for compass, volume and richness, 
her mind was powerful, her netra- 
er she undertook to Si er Fab

of victory held out to him, literally 
“went mad ” on the greens. Had McLean 
won it would have been a popular victory 
in this country. He is one of the band 
of young Scotsmen who had “' farmed”’ 
the Irish Amateur Championship for 
several years until J. C. Brown recorded 
a long overdue home success at Port- 
marnock a few weeks ago.

It is curious that 
both should have been involved in a 
desperately close final, with Brown just 
getting there and McJ.ean failing within a 
couple of weeks of each other. 


Such Devotion Deserves Reward

ON COMPANY 


Strike notices which will expire in a fort- 
night’s time have been served on the Green- 
mount and Boyne Linen Company by the 
Irish Women Workers’ Union and the Textile 
Uperatives Society. 

The members of these unions employed in 
the Dublin and Drogheda factories are seek- 
ing an all-round wage increase of 20 per cent. 

Other workers not covered by the notices 
have been given a fortnight’s precautionary 
notice by the firm. 

A member of the board of directors stated 
yesterday that the firm’s position was that 
it wes not wage rates, but piece rates which 
presented difficulties. Workers on piece rates 
must be able to obtain full-time employment 
in order to earn satisfactom wages. 

‘The raising of the piece rates would not 
alter the situation,” he said. “ as we could 
not compete with outside firms. Even at 
present the working costs bere are higher 
than in the North.” 

He added that it was always the aim of 
the firm to raise the standard of life of its 
workers. 

Miss L. Bennett states that almost 306 
workers will be affected by the dispute.

| MEHR LICHT 
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TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I would ask your leave to make some 
comment en t‘olonel Howard Bury’s letter in 
to-day’s /rish Tsmes, headed, '' The Tragedy 
of Palestine.’” The whole strength of Colonel 
Howard Bury’s argument rests on an arbitrary 
estimate of time, and a complete lack of any 
histuric consciousness of the real issues in- 
volved. He begins with the year 1918, whereas 
if he wished to illuminate his subject at all 
he ought to have begun at somewhere about 
the year 618. He would not. in that case 
have issued the statement that the “ Arabs 
are by nature a peace-loving folk,’’ et cetera, 

But let us jad with the present as he does. 
The Balfour Declaration, ratified by the 
League of Nations. was formulated with the 
object of establishing a spiritual and national 
home for the Jews in Palestine. If Jerusalem 
is the third Holy City of Islam, what place 
does it occupy in the religious idealism cf 
| Israel? 1 leave Colonel Bury to supply the 
answer. In 1918, that Arcadian time in 
Palestine, as Colonel Bury would have ns be- 
lieve, the country had just been wrested from 
Turkish rule by the British, with the aid of 
fhe Arab revolt engineered by Lawrence. 
But what was the position of Jewry after and 
during the terrible years of the Great War’? 
it is a tale of such horror as to be beyond 
all telling. In Russia, Poland, Rumania, in 
almost all of Eastern Europe, where dweit 
practically half the Jewish population of the 
world, they had been, and were still being, 
literally flayed alive. In the stupendous epic 
of Jewish miartyrdom there is, perhaps, 
nothing to compare with the terrible happen- 
ings in Eastern Europe during. 1914-1923. 

Since 1881 the great excdus from those 

countries had begun, and it-continded until 
the outbreak of the War in 1914. And so 
after the War the urgency of finding some 
place in the whole worid where the Jew could 
at least he sure of some of the rights accorded 
to human beings had become a matter of 
practical necessity fof only to the Jews, but 
to the whole of the civilised world. All that 
is envisaged by even the most ardent Zionist 
is that Palestine should become a home for 
the Jews—somewhere that they could be cer- 
tain of freedom from persecution—and that 
it should become an established focal point 
for their cultural and spiritual life: ‘It was 
never intended to absorb, and never could 
absorb, any more than a small pioportion of 
the Jews of the world, and in the pursuit of 
that purpose no harm or disadvantage to the 
Arabs was meant or can happen, 
The present violent methods of the Arabs, 
of which one must conclude Mr. Bury to 
approve, is part of a deep and mischievous 
anti-Semitic plot, as well as being imitatively 
adopted from the barbarous Jew-baiting re- 
| vived by Hitler and his disciples. There is, 
perhaps, a higher interest involved than that 
the British Empire should keep on’ good 
terms with the Moslem States, at the cost of 
keeping faich with the Jews, and that is that 
they shall play their part in restoring to the 
Jews their Holy Land, from which they have 
been exiled for eighteen and a half centuries. 
And one may well ask what loss of prestige 
or of reputation can come to them from such 
a deed; and what degree of a sense of history, 
of justice, or of world affairs to-day can any- 
one have who can accord with Célonel Bury’s 
‘pessimistic estimate of the Balfour Declara- 
tion ? 

It is the Jews who are a pacific people. 
They have not armed for themselves during 
the last seventeen hundred years, but to-day 
in their land, Palestine, there is a new 
generation of young men, ready and willing 
to take arms im defence of their homes and of 
their spiritual birthright.—Yours, ete.,

Was there any guarantee 
that the tenants of the new houses would 
pay the rents?! A great many Bray rate- 
payers had to work hard during the sum ner 
months to make enough to pay their way 
through the winter. 

Mr. Hipwell said that he would not agree 
to any new housing scheme if houses were 
going to be built at rents which the tena:ts 
conid not afford to pay. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. Duffy) said that it 
was perhaps a bic premature to discuss the 
full housing scheme.

Trade and Sentiment 


The Free State’s trade returns for 
August are the most gratifying for a long 
time past. It is true that her total volume 
of trade for August, 1935, to August, 
1936, standing at some £60,000,000, is 
hardly a matter for congratulation, when 
one considers how substantial it was under 
Mr. Cosgrave’'s régime; yet it is larger 
than at any previous time since Mr. de 
Valera took office. Still more satisfactory 
is the condition of the trade balance. The 
Free State always has been accustomed to 
buy more than she sold, but during the 
last few years the difference between sales 
an) purchases has been so great as to 
alarm al’ those people whose outlook is 
more than superficial. In these twelve 
months it has shown a fall of almost 
exactly £2,000,000. A comparison of the 
published tables suggests that the greater 
part of this improvement is due to better 
trade relations with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland—which, in their turn, 
are the result of the *‘-coal-cattle ’’ pact 
of last winter. To illustrate the benefit 
of this pact to the Free State, it is neces- 
sary merely to notice the exports of cattle 
last month, as compared with the export 
in August, 1935. A year ago the monthly 
value was £515,454; last August it was 
£835,000. Exports of cattle during the 
eight months ending August, 1935, 
amounted to a trifle over £4,000,000; 
exports during the first eight months of 
this year were worth considerably more 
than £5,000,000. Apparently, therefore, 
Mr. de Valera’s bargaining process has 
no. been barren of success. In return for 
a total importation during those eight 
months of some thirteen million pounds 
from Great Britain, the Free State has 
sold some eleven million pounds’ worth ; 
and, whereas she has imported goods to 
the value of four hundred thousand pounds 
from Northern Ireland, she has sold 
Northern Ireland some fifteen hundred 
thousand pounds’ worth. These figures, 
to say the least, represent a very consider- 
able improvement. | 

It is when we consider the statistícs 
relating to “ other countries ” that we 
appreciate the weaknesses of Mr. de 
Valera’s policy. During the. months, 
January to August, those ‘‘ other coun- 
tries’? bought from the Free State only 
£1,200,000 worth of goods—but sold her 
goods to the value of £11,560,000. 
Germany, in strict obedience to the pact 
of this spring, in which she bound herself 
to buy from the Saorstat exactly half as 
much as she sold, has taken £452,000 
worth of goods in the first eight months 
of the- year, and has sold £910,000 worth 
in return. The Free State’s next best 
customer is Belgium, who has bought 
produce to the value of £145,000, against 
purchases of £716,000; and third comes 
the United. States of America, with a 
credit bill of £140,000, against a debit 
account of no less than £1,818,000. Yet 
this last disparity fades into insignificance 
beside the balance of trade with the 
Argentine Republic, who has bought from 
the Free State goods to the total value of 
some £2,000, and has indebted herself to 
our consumers to the extent of no less 
than £662,000. Is it possible that Mr. 
de Valera retains any belief in his old

has tried many alternatives to the British 
‘market, and none, with the possible 
exception of Germany, has offered any- 
‘thing like a square deal, Even Spain, 
who is supposed to-maintain a fixed ratio 
‘between exports to, and imports from, the 
Free State," has taken no trouble to 
observe it.

‘realised by this time that the British 
market is not only desirable, but neces- 
sary; and there is no question that the 
English have appreciated the importance 
of Ireland’s friendship. The old insepar- 
ability never can return; but is there any 
reason why a friendship, based on mutual 
necessity, should not: be engendered of the 
unhappy conditions of to-day? It may 
not be the most honourable of relations, 
but it would be better than the frank hos- 
tility which prevails. Ought the Free 
State not to accept that friendship will- 
ingly before she is compelled by the pres- 
sure of international forces? 


The Next Parish 
When the granting of a dance-hall 


licence came up at Listowel Court a few 
days ago, it was strongly opposed by the 
local parish priest. ‘‘ The rule regard- 
ing the exclusion of persons who lived more 
than three miles from the dance-hall,’’ he 
is reported to have said, ‘‘ was more im- 
portant than the hours allowed for 
dancing. Persons who came to these 
dances from outside towns in motor-cars 
were scoundrels of the lowest type, and 
were devils incarnate.’’ How much of the 
amazing insularity of this country is due 
to the belief that the man in the next 
parish is a devil incarnate? The theory, 
in its literal form, has been put forward 
on more than one occasion during the last 
few years. Any unseemly conduct that 
may take place in country dance-halls is 
nearly always put down to the evil activi- 
ties of people from other villages, and it 
has been assumed for a long time, purely 
as a matter of course, that political mur- 
ders never are committed by the local in- 
habitants. The man in the next parish— 
less human, more evil in all his ways—can 
always be blamed. This idea, which is little 
more than a harmless vanity when it con- 
cerns small things, becomes really 
dangerous when it is accepted as a national 
philosophy, and there are signs that the 
number of its supporters is growing. It 
takes many forms, but the most usual form 
is an attempt to expel every outside. in- 
fluence, on the grounds that it alone stands 
between the Irish people and Utopia. 
Thus, the unfortunate growth of immor- 
ality in Ireland is ascribed to the fact 
that so many people indulge in ‘‘foreign 
dances ''—if they had kept to the Walls of 
Limerick, the number of illegitimate 
children would be fewer. The rise of 
national feeling is thwarted,- not only 
because so many people still play Rugby 
football and lawn tennis when they might 
be playing the purely native games of 
handball and hurling but because they 
continue to speak a “ foreign’’ language 
that became their vernacular quite a 
number of years ago, and because nearly 
all the films which they see are made in 
America. 
is just enough of truth in it to ensure 
immediate acceptance. It is right that 
Ireland should look after her culture in a 
world where England and America tend 
to impose their own culture on everybody 
else, but it is a different matter to as- 
sume that the Golden Age will be restored 
to Ireland as soon as every trace of foreign 
influence has been removed. To the mate- 
rial tariff-walls of Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. 
de Valera has been added a spiritual tariff. 
wall, and the delusion is growing that all 
Ireland’s woes are due to the fact that the 
wall is not high enough. If all “ foreign ”’ 
novels were banned, if an Irish 
film industry could depose Hollywood, if 
the Gaelic language were spoken univer- 
sally, if the bagpipes were to take the 
place of the jazz-band, if the man in the 
next parish could be kept away—would 
Irish people be any more intelligent, or 
any more moral ?

Twenty 
years ago “ A.E.' begged the more 
prosperous folk of the countryside to plant 
fruit trees along the roadside, as in 
France, making the highways lovely in 
blossom-time and fruitful in the mellow 
season. So far no pioneer has done this 
thing, and the Civic Guards are not 
mobilised to protect a score of the people's 
trees from the people’s plunder.

British Sea Power 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the First Lord of the

Mediterranean is one of the vital highways 
of the Empire, but that is no threat 
against anyone. I say that because I have 
seen in the Italian Press articles saying 
that we should clarify our new Mediter- 
ranean policy, that we ought to explain 
to the other Mediterranean Powers what 
is our new Mediterranean policy. A state- 
ment of that kind was made under a 
complete misapprehension.

Om arrival the members were given 
a report of the Finance Committee, show- 
ing that the reason for the meeting was 
the proposed issue of a loan for housing 
purposes to amount to £10,000,000. The 
main and immediate object of the loan is 


j'to redeem local loans for housing require-

These total about £3,800,000, 
which at present is being provided by 
temporary borrowings. The report of the 
Committee was adopted. The Council had 
twice previously—in 1928 and 1935—made 
issues of a similar magnitude, once partly 
for cash and partly for conversion, and 
once wholly for conversion. At the rate 
of three per cent. interest, it is expected 
that the new loan will be quickly taken

A recommendation which is clear, 
though put in veiled language, that gold 
a countries should devalue their 
currencies to revive international tiade is 
made in the report of the Financial Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations issued to- 
day. The Committee endorses a view that, 
for restoration of normal internationa! 
economic intercourse, the “ abnormal 
gaps ” must be closed. No currency 
adjustment can bring improvement in the 
economic situation unless accompanied by 
a relaxation leading, it is hoped, to ulti- 
mate abolition of exceptional 
restrictions, such as quotas, — 
controls and such methods. 


Road Accidents 


Another great effort is to be made to 

uce the number of road accidents, and 
no fewer than thirty societies are joining 
in a conference to promote this object. 
None are organisations for motorists, 
“bean or of any group connected with 
the trafhc mg". and the name of the 
body will ' the Road Accidents Emer- 
gency Council. The conference will dis- 
cuss how far the organisation can aid in 
carrying out a four-point programme of 
special courts for road offences, stricter 
enforcement of the law, roads for through 
motor traffic, effective regulation of 
traffic speed and fairer compensation for 
victims of accidents. First and foremost 
the new council intends to be a body of 
citizens to secure national support for a 
policy which will require legislation, as 
well as a more effective administration 
of the existing law. .

week, succumbed to her injuries in the early 

hours of yesterday morning at Mercer's 
Hospital. 

When the accident occurred Miss Birchall 
was seated in a box at the back of the dress 
circle. Just before 11 o'clock the crowded 
house was alarmed by screams from the 
box. A young woman was seen to be in 
flames, and almost immediately she appeared 
to fall into the back row of the circle, a few 
feet below the ledge of the box. 

Several men in the audience hurried to 
the girl’s aid, and by wrapping coats around 
her smothered the flames, but not before 
she had sustained severe burns, especially 
to the face and hands. She was immediately 
conveyed to Mercer’s Hospital, at the end 
of the short street in which the theatre 
stands. 

Miss Birchall, who was twenty-five years 
of age, was the only daughter of Mr. 
Benjamin R. Birchall, manager of the Pear! 
Assurance Company’s Dublin branch, and 
Mrs. Birchall, of mg Stillorgan 
Park, County Dublin. The body will be 
removed to England for interment after the 
inquest to-day.
